The young enginesr had a Inrge corps
of men In his employ, Ha had recelved
§2000 from the Government office to pay
them off. He went to sloop with the money
In a safe near him and was found dead the
next day. 'There wns evidence of an at-
tempt at robbery, but the money was In-
tact. The authorities nfMde an unsuccesstul
noarch for the murderer, who (s believed to
have been ane of Hey's subordinates

Mr., Hey was In tha Covernment servics
for seven yonrs, He wns in charge of land
surveys on the Inland of Batanm. He is
survived by his parents, a wife and two
children. His family had been with him
in the Philippines, but left becauss of the
extromely hot weather about a veir ngo,
Ho had expected to join them at the ex-
piration of his terms of serviea thin Veur.
